In order to prove that these Com- 
, munlst countries have violated the 
UN charter, Sederoff continued, one 
need only make note of certain of 
the important clauses of said docu 
menL Whereas clause one of the 
charter states' that memlscr nations 
shall strive to keep peace In the 
world, the communist nations have 
persislj<ntly violated this rule. 
"Whereas the UN countries shall pre- 
vent any act of aggression .the Com- 
munist countries have; stirred ag- 
fircssion In Korea. Aside from 
breaking these two rules of the UN 
charter, Sederoff continued, the 
Communist band has also contradict- 
ed the clause which states that na- 
tions shall affirm faith in humanity.

Goldstein explained that apart from 
the General Assembly the UN Is' di.

Russia, he 
stated, Is not a member of any of 
these aside from the Security Coun 
ell; whose cxistance she has greatly 
hindered rather than aided. Her 
catelllte countries; slmllarily are not 
members df the majority of these 
organizations. Sucii being the case, 
Goldstein concluded, the Russian 
bloc Is unnecessary to the UN and 
more constructive work could he 
accomplished without the hindrance 
of their membership. ■
